Sampling the debate I found good arguments all around, but no solution to 
the contest category prolem. The ARRL tells me they favor the term 
"home-built" over "home-brew" to describe stuff you've built yourself. I 


think it's also a term that could replace "home-brew" as a contest 
category: "home-built" means anything you "assembled at home," kit or not. 


This makes sense to me. Even though I do design my own gear, I started out 
building kits, like most hams who got their start in the 60's-through-70's 
era--The Age of Heath. Entrants to QRP contests cover a continuum from 
appliance operators through particle physicists, but there's a reasonably 
well-defined boundary between those whose rigs are "home-built" or not. 


More often than not, the boundary between kit and pure design becomes 
fuzzier with experience in the hobby. Many kit builders go on to roll 
their own. If we use a broad term like "home-built," we can stop trying to 
draw a line somewhere, a line which is both misleading and devisive.

Homebrew: 


In the early days of radio, there were NO commercial 

transmitters available for hams, and very few receivers. 
Transmitters were all homebrew, with very few exceptions. 
Homebrew thus meant you either built it from your own design , but more 
likely , picked up the handbook, and constructed a rig from someone's design. 
This typically meant procuring the parts, one at a time, saving, scrimping 
etc. 

Later on, Heathkit and a few minor others came along, and 
introduced kits. These were great things to get experience soldering, 
and a cheaper way to get your own rig. Nobody that built these rigs called them 
homebrew however. They knew the difference between what their accomplishment 
was and what it menat to build a rig from scratch. 


These days, most nobody builds rigs anymore! Most plop down the cash 
(or visa), and buy the rig. With this happening for at least 30-40 years now, 
we've lost the real true meaning of the term Homebrew. We've forgot that 
people used to build rigs from scratch, and no longer have a grasp on this term. 


Now people consider anything above the effort of saying their 
card number and expiration date must be in that category of homebrew 
because what else could it be. People that consider kits homebrew need to 
do a little reading. You will find the true meaning after you go through 
several back issues of QST, and several Handbooks from the 40's. 


As a radio historian, I am appalled at the use of calling building 
a kit homebrew, and will have no part of it. For nothing else, please 
use the term properly without modification for this generation.

I also think the term home-built is the one to use. I no longer build 
kits, but many Heathkits in my early days as a ham. Now design my own or 
try to build something that has a FAR circuit board in it. 


Been a licensed amateur now for about 44 years and enjoy QRP since I can 
build simple gear for it. 


I do not think one should get points in a operating contest for using 
home built equipment. This hobby requires both operating skills and 
building skills. Few are good at both. Enter your HB gear in the local 
club HB contest, but do not expect points for it in a operating contest. 


I hv 1000's of QSL cards from the contests and many awards, but the real 
thrill is taking one of my HB items to a radio club meeting and actually 
having someone else want to dup it. 


I judged a HB contest last year. We looked at appearance, quality of 
construction and kit/design/magazine article. Note appearance and 
quality carried the same weight. We tried not to give different points 
for kit vs. HB. However, believe me it is hard for a kit to stand up 
to a nicely built rig from a magazine or ones mind. The one that almost 
took first place was a simple CW key built from WOOD. I think it got 
third. First place was a unit built from a book (purchased PC board) and 
second was from many books no PC board but excellent design ideas. There 
were many nice kits. But a kit built by Joe looks almost like one built 
by Bill. 


So enter your HB in HB contests and let the operators used their skill 
againist other operators without free points for being able to solder.

> Sampling the debate I found good arguments all around, but no solution to 
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the contest category prolem. The ARRL tells me they favor the term 
"home-built" over "home-brew" to describe stuff you've built yourself. I 
think it's also a term that could replace "home-brew" as a contest 
category: "home-built" means anything you "assembled at home," kit or not. 


This makes sense to me. Even though I do design my own gear, I started out 
building kits, like most hams who got their start in the 60's-through-70's 
era--The Age of Heath. Entrants to QRP contests cover a continuum from 
appliance operators through particle physicists, but there's a reasonably 
well-defined boundary between those whose rigs are "home-built" or not. 


More often than not, the boundary between kit and pure design becomes 
fuzzier with experience in the hobby. Many kit builders go on to roll 
their own. If we use a broad term like "home-built," we can stop trying to 
draw a line somewhere, a line which is both misleading and devisive.

Yes, it appears all of us are musing over the definition of: just how 0 
is the 0 in NPQ? :-) It looks like there are many varieties of "zero" 
temperature drift, just as there are tolerances for every other aspect of 
a part. I do a lot of my shopping at local surplus houses whose stocks 
are rather inconsistent. I have grabbed several of everything I see as 
marked NPQ or COG. Some are older, larger capacitors, and others smaller 
newer styles. And they are inconsistent as hell! The best ones I got 
were some COG caps in small, square yellow epoxy encapsulation. How do I 
know they're the best (that I have anyway)? By putting a soldering iron 
under them and listening which way the thing drifts (compensating 
mentally for the proximity of the iron, of course -- withdraw the iron 
and then listen to which direction it went as it settles back when cooling.). 


If you're finicky, you should be sorting all your caps by this method. <g>

Well, RS-12 is NOT a QRP satellite anymore than anyother one is. But it is 
importantant to not run anymore than is necessary on any satellite. The more 
power is run, the more the satellite's power thru the translator is used, 
until the AGC kicks in. On the older birds this would mean that all the 
Signals started to drop in strength as the QRO station cranked it up. On the 


older RS birds they would completely shut off! On RS-12 the translator 
passband is split up into10 4KHz wide subbands, each with it's own AGC. That 
way a QRO station at one end will not wreck it for everyone. However, if that 
QRO station is in your sub passband, your signal will drop outta sight. 

The run of thumb in the past has been to have a signal no stronger than 
the beacon. I think this is a over kill on RS-12. More like about a S unit or 
two below is more considerate. I have alway believed that a S -5 signal is 
approperiate when the beacon is s-7 or 9.
